You were also informed that from then on until further notice all 
NRC Club business was to be conducted threugh your NRC President who is 
acting as Coordinator. 


This is the piece of business that must be presented to the entire 
membership at large. It is the finding of a new Executive Secretary 
and Publisher for the N.R.C. who can take over as of September 1959, 


We are asking for volunteers to take over this part of Club work. 
We hope that there will be some one cr some group that reside close to 
one another whe can take upcn themscives this job. 


Since 1940 the above Office hes been held by One (1) person, faze 
from October 1940 until late in the 4's when Lefty Cooper relicved him 
cf the cutting of the stencils. Then oa shert time later Hal Wagner 
took over the publishing from kege anc also the book work that is nec-—. 
essary to keep the records of the N.R.C. in order. So between Wagner 
and Bdge the publishing anc book keeping work has been done from 1940 
until, August 1959 at which time Wagner can no longer continue. This is 
a total of 19 years b etween then with the exception cof only ONE (1) 
year when the Croton Beys so gracic Maly cK over the publishing end of 
it tc give Wegner a hittLe breather oi,

(To fate Pick Ccocper has aRiAtG: these up ror the club each year 
and the chub pays him, so about the onkhy actual. coings on this score is 
the wrapping anc! sencing them to the members when orcered and paid for, 

The abcve is a general. cutline. If a small graup coule take it, the 
work fer eech would we cut cown considerably and it cculd be actually a 
pleasure for then, however if a groun tcosk it, they would have to set 
ONE (1) evening a week or per issue asica te jo the publishing end of 
it, the bock and cther work could be distributec and ea Jitthe done by 
each during other times of the week. Think it over please.

Buffale 15, N.Y. and he/theyv wil] be suppliec with the cetails in full. 
The replies reeeive? will we presentou to the NRC Advisory Council. mem- 
bers along with wcitor's Copper and Van Voorhees fcr their decision. If 
nore than one volunteers, the Advisory Council anc sfiters will, approve 
the One/Group who seems tc have the best set up that will assure the NRC 
of the most permanent arrangement.
